The machine did not upset. 
Persons 
who saw the shape of the machine 
and the way it tore up 
the fence 
marveled at the fact that Mr. and 
Mrs. Malian escaped 
alive. 
They 
were traveling east at the time of 
the accident. 
.Mr. Mahan had the runabout go­ 
ing at a fast rate of speed when a 
spring broke and locked the steering 
gear. 
Mr. M ahan 
was helpless 
to 
control the car. 
It ran diagonally 
across the road and 
through the 
fence at a merry clip. 
Mr. Mahan 
managed to stop the car a few feet 
in front of a big stump 
and 
the 
hitch raeksJ 
The driver managed to keep the 
oar from turning over which w a s 
considered 
unusual b e c a u se of the 
handicap, under which he worked. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mahan suffered severe 
injuries from the broken glass in the 
windshield. 
Mr. M ahan’s face was badly cut. 
He had an ugly looking wound on 
his left cheek and a deep gash on 
his forehead. 
Mrs. Mahan suffered 
more from the shock than anything 
else. 
She was cut slightly 
by 
the 
flying glass. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mahan 
returned home last evening at five 
o’clock on the I. & ( ’. dispatch. 
The runabout, which is practically 
new, was badly damaged from the 
impact with the fence. 
The radiator 
was caved in on the left side and 
would not hold 
any 
water. 
The 
windshield was 
ridled. 
The 
g lass 
broken into fine bits and the s u p ­ 
ports which held the windshield in 
place were broken off. 
The lamp on 
the left side where the machine hit 
the fence was torn off. 
Otto Bussard, who 
brought 
the 
damaged machine in to his garage, 
says he can not understand how Mr. 
and Mrs. Mahan escaped without be­ 
ing fatally hurt because there was a 
barbed wire stretched tightly along 
the top of the fence. 
It was not 
touched apparently by the machine 
and persons who .were at ihe scene 
of the accident were at a loss to ex­ 
plain how the automobile got under 
that wire.

If we are 
tou ched by God we shall hav e a con ­ 
v iction for tlie salv ation of sou ls. 
No m an can be tou ched by God an d 
rem ain in differen t to su ch work. 
To 
pray for the lost an d to seek to per­ 
su ade them is the passion 
of 
the 
heart which has been tou ched by 
God. 


If we are tou ched by God we will 
hav e a con scien ce in the su pport of 
God’s work. 
In Sau l’s n ew kin g dom 
com plain t was made abou t the tax es. 
Bu t if the n ation w as to he org an iz­

Bu t there wen t 
with him n ev ertheless a host whose 
hearts God had tou ched. 
They had 
charity in stead of criticism . 
They 
had sy m pathy in stead of scorn an d 
sarcasm . 
If the “w orthless fellows*’ 
had been tou ched by God they wou ld 
hav e ov erlooked Sau l’s m an n erism s 
an d m istakes. 


Men who are tou ched by God in 
their h earts will cooperate in the 
con qu ests of the chu rch.

C hristian ’s passov er for he it is th at 
deliv ers u s from the bon dag e of sin . 
Third, the ston es of m emorial worn 
u pon the shou lders of hig h priests 
an cien tly . 
Upon these ston es were 
en g rav ed the n am es of the

tribes of Isreal.

New York Oct. 12.— A new, unex­ 
pected and depressing effect of Eu­ 
rope’s great w ar is making itself felt 
in New York— and probably 
many 
ether American cities— now. 
Children— girls and b o y s of 34 and 
15— are today sent to work where 


y e s t e r d a y they were being sent to 


sc hool. 
With their fathers and older 
brothers having been called to the 
colors by their native countries, these 
children are now forced to work in 
order that the mother and other little 
ones do not starve. The few paltry 
dollars that they earn each 
week 
helps to keep the wolf away from the 
door. 
How noticeable is the increase of 
tlie number of children seeking work 
this fall is shown by a visit to the 
child labor bureau of tbc Board of 
Health. 
Before a boy or girl under 
sixteen years of age can work in New 
York they must get a certificate from 
this bureau, permitting them to do so. 
For the p ast three or .four w e e k s 
¡i line of children sometimes a half 
a block long 1ms been waiting ¡it this 
office «‘very day, seeking permits to 
find employment. 
Such a condition 
has never before existed, the .officials 
say, and they declare that in eight 
out of ten c a s e s the children say 
they are forced to seek work because 
their father has gone to the war in 
Europe. 
One. of I lie mosf pathetic features 
of the situation is the withholding of, 


f u n d s cheerfully given to a commit­ 
tee which permitted many children 
like those seeking work now to stay 
in >cbool. 
Formerly many wealthy, 
people gave freely to this committee 
and tlie funds were lined to keep the 
children who applied for permits to 
work in school. 
If the child said 
that he was forced to work in order 
to help support a family the commit­ 
tee saw to it that the family got each 
week what the child would have earn ­ 
ed and thus kept the youngster in 
selio« d. 
Since the war the people who for­ 
merly made donations have, “hoard­ 
ed” their money. 
They are not m ak­ 
ing any gifts now— when they are 
needed so badly——and consequently 
the «-«»mrnttee cannot help any of the 
child ren. 
The child labor bureau will not is­ 


su e a permit to any child that is 
not fourteen yehrs old. 
The m oth­ 
ers, or fathers or whoever goes with 
them to the office to apply for the 
permit must take along proof of the 
child's age ill sol 
Many pathetic case- 
an* 
heard 
during ¡1 day in the office of Mi>s J. 
V. Minor agent for the bureau who 
is the first, applicant 
for jiermits 
have to see.

rejections are permanent.
